United, States held that Sam- 
uel Gompers, John Mitchell 
and Frank Morrison, president, 
vice-president and secretary, 
respectively, of the American 
Federation of Labor had been 
erroneously sentenced to jail 
on a charge of contempt of a 
local court 


Justice L-arnar delivered the court's de- 


cision. -He began at 12 o'clock to read 
the written opinion without announcing 
the decision. Many minutes were spent 
In reviewing the facts. 


The court held unanimously that the 


only sentences that could be imposed on 
the labor leaders -were fines. In'so hold- 
tag the Supreme Court of District of Co- 
lumbia orred in treating - the 
contempt 


proceedings as a criminal case and not a 
civil one. 


The effect of holding, the proceedings a 


civil one was to make Jail sentences Im- 
possible. 


TO BE DISMISSED. 


To correct the error tha case was sent 


back to the local courts with direction 
that It be dsmissed. At the same time the 
court expressly made it possible tor civil 
proceedings to be instituted against the

MONOPOLY IN 
NT OF TRADE 


t Tribunal Sustains the Victory 


ion in ih.e Lower Court by the.' 


Federal Government 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The government to- 


day won its case m the United States supreme, 
court against the Standard Oil Company of New; 
Jersey in that it is a conspiracy and monopoly in 
restraint of trade. The decree of the lower court 
was affirmed, being modified in particulars 
which Chief Justice White said were slight. Jus- 
tice Harlan announced a dissenting' opinion. 


The decree of the lower court was modified 


so that there need not be "an absolute cessation 
of interstate commerce in petroleum and its 
products by such vast agencies as are embraced 
in the combination, a result which might arise 
from that portion of the decree which'enjoined 
carrying' on of interstate commerce not only by 
the New Jersey corporation, but by all the subsi- 
diary companies under the dissolution of the 
combination by the transfer of the stocKs in con- 
nection with the decree. 


Granted Six Months' Time. 


The court also extended the time from one 


to six months in which the dissolution must taKe 


i 
.place. 


At 4 o'clocK Chief Justice White began to de- 


liver the opinion of the supreme court on the suit 
over the dissolution of the Standard Oil Company. 


On the Knight case, the Standard Oil depend- 


ed larg'ely for support on the majority opinion 
of the Northern Securities case the government 
had founded much of its hope. 


Chief Justice Reads Decision. 


Chief Justice White first went into an exten- 


sive recital of the facts in the case and, then held 
that the court had jurisdiction over the suit 
which had been questioned by the Standard Oil. 
Justice White said from the bench that the con- 
tentions were as divergent as the ends of the 
earth. He spoKe of a "jungle" of testimony and 
of law. The only point in which the two sides 
were in accord was that the first and second sec- 
tions of the Sherman anti-trust law controlled 
the case, The chief justice said the court seized

HERMOSILLO, Mexico, May 15.— 
Hermosillo. the capital of the State of 
Sonora, was evacuated today by tha 
federal troops. General Luis E. Tar- 
res, military^'governor of Sotfora, de- 
parted on. a special troop train with 
the garrison of 500 men tor .Guaymas. 


GTJAYMAS, Sonora,, Mexico, May 15

City in expectation of an attack on 
th« capita.!. 'Colonel Diaz, command- 
ing the garrison that evacuated Agua 
Prieta last'Wednesday, arrived here 
last.night, and today began embarking 
his force of 500 men 'on a steamship. 
He will proceed to Manzanillo, thence 
by rail to'"Mexico City. 


JUAREZ, Mexico, May 15.—Indirect 
assurances that the federal govern- 
ment is inclined to accept the proposi- 
tions submitted, unofficially within the 
last two days by the insurrectos for an 
estimate of peace were received here 
today by Rafael Hernande, one-of the 
go-betweens in the negotiations. The 
government is believed to be ready to 
reorganize the cabinet' and give the 
insurrectos four members put of eight 
and to allow the revolutionists to name 
outright 
fourteen 
governors of the 
twenty-sevjsn states of the republic, 
and by mutual agreement*select the 
remaining thirteen governors. 
More definite advices giving the at- 
titude of the government are expected 
before the day is ovr. Optimism over 
the probable success of the peace par- 
leys now taking place by telegraph 
with Mexico City prevails today. 


NO ETGHTTSTG PKOBABLE. 


It Is not believed that Colonel Ra- 
bago, who last night was reported to 
be marching on Juarez, will provoke 
any engagement at this time, though 
the Insurrectos are taking no chances 
and are preparing to meet him. 


Some reports have it that Rabago, 
Villas and Terrazas are-not far from 
Chihuahua and a week's march from 
here, waiting orders. The belief ex- 
ists that the .federal government will 
not In that case send him marching 
orders in view of the probable out- 
come of the present negotiations. 


PEACE LOOMS LARGE. 


MEXICO CITY, .May 15.—Peace 
again loomed big on. the horizon, of 
Mexico's internal affairs today and led 
Foreign Minister De La Barra, as he 
started for the National Palace at 
an early hour, to remark: "We be- 
lieve that wo are making great pro- 
gress toward peace." '

AT SAME HOTEL. 


"To explain the import of these let-

began a divorce "suit against me 
in 
Oakland in 1907, but subsequently 
we 
became reconciled, or I thought we .had. 
She cama and lived with me at Butti 
for a -time.' . 
. 
"Then we parted agaJn, and, happen 
ing- in Denver a few months later, I dis- 
covered that my wife was a guest' at a 
hotel there and that Charles Carver wai 
registered at 
tho same place as he 
brother. I took her to task for her evt 
dant friendliness for Carver and she re 
plied that she was no longer -my wife 
that she had secured a decree of dlvorci 
at Oakland a year before. 


ORDER COUNTERMANDED. 


"Then I remembered the endearing let- 
ters she wrote -me, and I. at once placed 
them In the hands of my lawyers, with 
instructions to have the divorce 'action 
reopened on the.ground of fraud.

Inasmuch as all the differences between 


the. labor man. and the Buck- Stove & Fange 
Company hav-e been adjudicated, includ- 
ing tho ."boycott" case out of which the 
contempt proceedings arose, today's de- 
cision is probably the last to be heard of 
this famous action. 


PARKER CONGRATULATED. 


. NEW TORK, May 15.^-Fo.rmer Judge 
Alton B. Parker of counsel for Gompers 
and the other labor leaders, was busy to- 
day receiving congratulations from

"This comes nearer to my heart," he 
said, "than anything that has happened 
In years. A monstrous injustice has now 
been averted by the. unanimous action of 
this great' court and the decision at trie 
same ttmo furnishes another illustration 
of the carii with which that_court regards 
anfl protects the personal right of the 
citizen." 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 


The charges of contempt against Pres- 
ident Gompers, Vice-President MitcheH 
and Secretary Morrison arose out of a 
bitter labor war" between organized labor 
and the Buck Stove & Range Company 
of St. Louis, Mo. 


The St. Louis concern had coma into 
the Supreme Court of the -District of 
Columbia to prevent, by injunction the 
American Federation, of Labor and Its 
officlaia from boycotting its own products 
or the- business of those who dealt with 
It. The questions Involved and the par- 
ties concerned attracted widespread- at- 
tention. The company claimed that tho 
Federation was trying -to': unionize the 
company's shops. The 'labor leaders urged 
that the company was "unfair" to labor. 
The head of the company was J. w. Van 
Cleave, president of the '-National Manu- 
facturers; Association, which had often 
coma into conflict with the Federation. 
He -was charged with having: been op- 
posed to organized labor, and with hav- 
ing sought to put his nickel plate workers 
on a ten-hour instead of a 'nine-hour 
basis.

INJUNCTION 
ISSUED. 


Justice Gould, of tha District Supreme 


Court issued the Injunction prayed for by 
the company. An appeal was taken to 
the Court o'f Appeals of the District of 
Columbia but before, that court could 
pass upon the validity of the injunction 
the Buck's Stove and Range Company 
again cama into the District .Supreme 
Court, this time with . charges of con- 
tempt against President Gompers, Vice- 
President Mitchell and Secretary Morri- 
son. 
These men were accused of having 


violated the injunction dlecree. 


Justice Wright found them guilty and 


sentenced President Gompers to one year 
In Jail,. Vice-president Mitchell to nine 
months and Secretary Morrison to six 
months. An appeal was taken from this 
sentence, first to tha Court of Appeals, 
which . affirmed It, and finally to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 


ALLEGED '-VIOLATIONS. 


The alleged violations consisted of ut- 


terances and acts in furtherance of tha 
boycott. 
It was charged that Gompers 


had rushed out the January number of 
the American Federationist, the official 
organ of the American Federation of 
Labor so as to :evade the decree, which 
went Into effect the day-after most of the 
magazines were out of his hands. This 
magazine contained the name of the com- 
pany- on the "We-Don't-Patronize," o'r 
."Unfair" list. It was also , alleged that 
a number of copies of this magazine -were 
sent put after the decree became effec- 
tive. 
In defense, testimony 
was pre- 


sented to show ^that only 
thirty 
odd 
copies were mailed to libraries and other 
similar institutions. 
The 
complainant 


claimed that about one hundred were 
•sent out. 
It was further charged that in the suc- 


ceeding number 
of the 
Federationist. 


Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison joined in 
an appeal to organized labor for funds to 
carry the injunction case to the higher 
court. It -was contended that this appeal 
was used as a vehicle to continue the 
boycott. The charges stated that the ap- 
peal referred to an editorial In the same 
number of the magazine as setting forth 
the attitude of those making the appeal. 
This editorial was attributed to Gompers. 


OFFENDING EDITORIAL. 


'Individuals as members of organized 
labor." this publication 'saidv "wjll still 
exercise the rignt to buy or not to buy 
the Buck's ^toves aiid ranges. It is an 
exampliflcation of the saying that 'you 
ciln lead a horse to -water, but you can't

divorced husband, Frank E. . Jennison, 
before Judge N. D. Arnot of 331 Dorado 
county, sitting In Hie auxiliary depart- 
ment of the Superior Court, of being 
altogether unfit to have the care and 
rearing of the child. 


In his answer to Mrs. Jennison's peti- 


tion for a -writ of habeas corpus to de- 
termine her alloged right to the custody 
i>f the girl Jonnleon charged tha,t his for- 
mer wife IB leading an "intemperate and 
profligate" life and stated that he op- 
posed the granting of Ills child to bar 
custody on those grounds.

'It was Chief Justice White who had lent his 


voice to the refusal of the court to dissolve the so- 
called sugar trust when the famous Knight case 
was before the court. He also delivered a dis- 
senting opinion when the Northern Securities 
Company was dissolved by the court as being in 
violation of the Sherman, anti-trust law. 


TaKing up the two sections, the chief justice 


beg'an consideration of the law, promising to 
come later to its application of the present case. 
He first tooK up the common law which dealt 
with the problems raised by the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 
Endeavor to Monopolize. 


By the reorganization of the Standard Oil 


Company of $ew Jersey the chief justice said 
there was prima facie evidence that there was 
an endeavor to control and monopolize; that fur- 
ther investigation made'this conclusive presump- 
tion of an intent to restrain trade. He said only 
the question of remedy remained for considera- 
tion. 
Important Proposition ofa Law. 


Probably the most important proposition of 


law laid down in the opinion was that the words 
in the statute "every restraint of trade," are "not" 
to be literally construed, but are to be construed 
in the lig'ht of reason. 


On this point the court held that the position 


of the government that the supreme court had 
decided that any qualification of this phase was 
precluded by previous decisions of the supreme 
court, was erroneous.

unfavorable verdict because it would be impos- 
sible to act wath any foresight until the text of 
the decision was available in its entirety. Even 
if the case went against the company it might be 
grounded on widely differing arguments, which 
could not be guessed in advance and which must 
dictate any reorganization. 


STORY OF UmGATION. 


The suit -which called forth today's de- 


cision was Instituted In 1908 In the 
United Statss Circuit Court for. the East- 
ern District of Missouri. It was brought 
In the name ot the United States. The 
immediate/ object -was to dissolve the 
Standard ''Oil Company of New Jersey. 


Fro?rn the very beginning the business 


and the legal -worlds recognized that the 
suit put the Sherman anti-trust law to 
the most severe test to which it had been 
subjected. 
The law had been on the 


statute book since 1890 and had.been the 
basis of Boms eighteen suits finally passed 
upon by the Supremo Court of the United 
States. That the law was constitutional 
was accepted as settled by these decis- 
ions, but simple as the words of the stat- 
ute seemed, there was an absence of un- 
animity In regard to its Interpretation. 
With that situation confronting the gov- 
ernment and the defendants, the suit was 
begun with the general belief that the 
entire business world would feel the ef- 
fect !of the 
outcome of the gigantic 


struggle. 


TWO SECTIONS QUOTED. 


The government claimed that two sec- 


tions of the Sherman anti-trust law had 
been violated. The flrst section reads as 
follows:. 


"livery contract, combination In the 


form of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy, 
in restraint of trade or commerce among 
the several states, or with foreign na- 
tions, is hereby declared to be Illegal." 


The second section reads: 
"Every 
person 
(which subsequently 


was explained in the statute to Include 
corporations) 
who shall monopolise, • or 


attempt to monopolize or combine or 
conspire with any other person or per- 
sons, to monopolize, any part of trade or 
commerce among1 the several states, or 
with foreign nations, shall be deemed 
fuilty of a misdemeanor."

conspiracy with Rogers, Archlbold, Payne 
and Pratt to gain a control of the oil! 
business. To carry out this alleged' con- 
spiracy,

"pooled" their Interests, then put them 
Into the hands of trustees, or "trusts,'* 
and.finally when the trust of:.l882 was 
declared "void" in a decision by tho' 
Ohio 
Supreme Court in a proceeding 
against the Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio, reorganized the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey to take over their 
interests and to secure monopoly. Evi- 
dence of rebating, of price cutting, and 
of .the organization of secret concerns 
to poso as independents, was elicited to 
show" that the Standard was seeking- by 
unfair means to restrain trade and to 
procure a monopoly.. 


D EN Y 
CON S P! RACY. 


"Standard OH" introduced evidence to 
show that there had never been such a 
conspiracy. It sought to.-, prove that tho 
Ohio ^upreme Court did not hold the 
trust agreement of 1882 void, 
i but merely 


required the Standard Oil. Company • 6t 
Ohio to..^.withdraw , trqm. the 
"trust." 


EJvidenca wag produced to show that" re- 
batihgr had been the order of ,-the .day 
among all commercial concerns, 
that 
price-cutting1 ana. secret concerns were 
not the rulo :and were used as legitimate 
instruments of competition. 


The Circuit Court held that -the rer 
organization . oi the Standard1-.. Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey in 1890 was not only 
a violation of the first section , of the 
act, which referred to restrains of 'trade, 
but also of the second section, which ap- 
plied to monopolizing. Tha Standard Oil 
had argued that there could be no addi-

Murder of Boy Is Laid at Door 


of Hebrew's by Their 


Persecutors. ~- 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—The cen- 


tra! government today dispatched M. Zel- 
zlff and M. Fenek, high officials of tho 
ministry of justice, to Kiev, to Investigate 
.the mysterious murder of the Christian, 
boy Yuschlnskl, whose death has caused 
threats to be made of a massacre of 
Jews in that city. 


'KIEV, Russia, May 16.—The ability of 


the authorities to , preserve public' order 
yesterday, the-date reported to have been 
set for a Jewish massacre, has had a re- 
assuring effect on the Jewish population. 
:The exodus of tho more wealthy Jews 
continues, . however.' .and the panic will 
not subside completely until the circum- 
stances or an alleged ritualistic murder 
have been explained and the1 responsibil- 
ity for the crime fixed. 


On February 28 last the body of a boy 


named Yuschinski was found, horribly 
mutilated, In a' cave close to the Jewish 
quarter in tliis -city. The lad was 13 
yeai's of age, a Christian and a student at 
the 
local- • Orthodox - seminary. Certain 
circumstances of the killing-, linked with 
the Inability ^of ithe authorities to, detect 
the murders" .resulted in the charge by 
their enemies that Jews made the young 
boy a victim of a ritualistic murder, an 
alleged religious ceremony, which has 
been-'the subject of controversy for cen- 
turies..- 


HURT WHILE LIVING. 


An examination of the body showed 
that .It had -..been out In. forty-five places 
with a. knife and an. awl. , A post-mortem 
determined- that. the victim had been 
tortured and all the wounds inflicted be- 
fore life was extinct..-.

His hands tied ana a gag In his mouth, 
the, boy had been held upright- as the 
blood 
flowed 
downward. Seven 
deep 
stabs In the region of the heart finally 
put -an end to his agony. .When death 
ensued the stripped body was re-clothed. 


The fact that 
no blood 
spots were 


found on the clothing led to the claim 
that all the..blood had left the body be- 
fore the cutting was ended.

MU'S-T NOT BURY VICTIMS.

California Representative Makes Notable Ad- 


dress on Present Efforts to Amend Measure; ; 


Tells History of Movement 
; 


(Ths following Is the speech, of Joseph 


R. Knowland, in . the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Thursday, May 
4, 1911, the 


House being in Committee of the "Whole 
and bavins under consideration the bill 
—I-i. K. 4413—to place on the free list 
agricultural implements, cotton bagging, 
cotton ties, leather, boots and shoes, fence 
wire, meats, cereals, flour, timber, lum- 
ber, 
sewing machines, salt and other arti- 
cles.) 


Mr. Chairman: This House has had 
under discussion during recent years few 
measures that have occasioned as exhaus- 
tive, illuminating and interesting debate 
as tho Canadian reciprocity and free-list 
bills. Both of these measures deal with 
that great subject, tho tariff, with which 
this Nation has been struggling since 
Georg-e Washington affixed his slgnautre 
In 1789 to the original Federal tariff, the 
second act of the First Congress of the 
United States, down to the .present mo- 
ment, when tho Sixty-second' Congress is 
discussing the pending free-list bill. No 
question of governmental policy has been 
as continuously and widely discussed or 
as repeatedly advanced as a political is- 
sue. While I approach the subject from 
the standpoint of one who firmly believes 
that protection Is the fixed economic pol- 
Jcy of the Nation, It is my purpose In the 
.time allotted to deal with the question 
of methods rather than tho subject of 
ichedules. 


METHODS-OBSOLETE. 


During the 123-year period, to which I 
;lmvo just alluded, the progress of the 
country has been by leaps and bounds. 
••In every governmental department wa 
t' have striven to keop pace with the 
• enlightened and progressive spirit of the 
; ag9 by adopting Improved and modern 
• methods. In the manner of framing tariff 
laws, however, we still follow practically 
the same antiquated, obsolete and primi- 
tive* methods in vogue for over a century 
and a quarter. 


DISTURBS BUSINESS. 


The tariff affects practically every line 
of business In tho country. It involves 
economic and Industrial questions of the 
ffravest Importance. "When a tariff agita- 
tion is on. even before th& actual fram- 
ing of a. tariff jill commences, business la 
at a standstill. The mere knowledge that 
a revision Is contemplated upsets all lines 
of Industry. Merchants besftate to place 
orders, investors are cautious, and new 
enterprises are delayed. Having had some 
little experience with financial Institu- 
tions, J, fully 
appreciate 
how little it I 
takes at times 
to 
disturb conditions. 


"When finally Congress undertakes to re- 
vise the schedules there is an Impatient 
clamor all over the country for an early 
settlement, and Congress is bound to be 
somewhat responsive to that demand, and 
undue haste invariably results. And still 
we go along in the same old rut, falling 
to profit by the experience of a century 
and a quarter. 


IMPROVED METHODS. 


T mistake the temper of the American 
people if the day is not rapidly approach- 
ing when they will insistently demand 
that more enlightened and scientific meth- 
| ciels be adopted in dealing with'this great 
.. 'iuestlon and a public sentiment, national 
in yjope, will crystallize in favor of a 
non-partisan, but permanent, tariff board 
—a body that will confine! Itself to the 
important and necessary preliminary, work 
of crathcrlng and sifting Information and 
performing the technical work so essen- 
tial in placing before Congress data nec- 
essary in dealing with the various sched- 
ules, practically all of which are intricate. 
(Applause.) 


LITTLE CHANGE-. 


Let us here hastily review our system 
tariff making for the last 125 years. 


Tho rather meager accounts wo have of 
the debates upon the first tariff act re- 
svoal tho fact that there existed then the 
;;amo wide divergence of views and that 
tho demagogue was in evidence even in 
that day, as illustrated when a duty on 
candles was proposed of two cents pet- 
pound, affording opportunity for ono of 
the 
Sout*n Carolina Representatives 
to. 
wax eloquent over tallow candles, protest- 
ing in the name of the people—whose 
spokesman the gentleman from Kentucky 
—Mr. James—has lately become—against 
"a tax on light." History does not re- 
cord whether the people's champion from 
South Carolina nursed an ambition, like 
the gentleman from Kentucky, to occupy 
a scat in another branch of Congress and 
grasped at tho candles to light his way 
thither. (laughter.) 
The ancestors of the gentleman from 
Massachusetts (Mr. Gardner) were agi- 
tated ovor fish. New England beingen- 
gaged in a profitable trade with the West 
Indies, furnishing those tropical islands 
with low-grade fish and receiving In re- 
turn rum and molasses, principally rum, 
and with their usual ability and strenu- 
ousness the New Englanders opposed any 
restriction on Imports from these Islando. 
From early April until July our forefath- 
ers struggled with.the items in this first 
bill.

' MANY TARIFF CHANGES. 


Between the passage of the acts of 1783 
and 181G fully twenty-one changes -were 
made In tho tariff, demonstrating that 
our early statesmen were still groping in 
the dork. "When it camo to the act of 
1816 
Congress established a speed record 
not since equaled in tariff making. It 
was only thirty-nine clays from the date 
of introduction until the act had received 
executive approval. In 1S24 wo find that 
Congress was again debating the great 
question and the whole country was agi- 
tated. Business was disturbed and party 
feeling ran high. Clay and "Webster were 
principals in the memorable debate. The 
system of log-rolling between different 
sections and States is not a now condi- 
tion apparently, for we find that during 
the framing of this act Now England rum 
an,l Kentucky whisky formed a partner- 
ship. Evidently 
sectional 
lines 
were 
eliminated when whisky and rum Joined 
' hands. The interest manifested was BO 
keen and tho vote so close that sick 
members were brought into the Houae 
on crutches to vote. 


POLITICS PLAYED PART. 
The act of 1828—the "tariff, of abomlna- 
' tlons." as It was approbrlously termed— 
was an Illustration of tariff tinkering for 
political purposes, A wit 
of 
:tbat day 
suggested an amendment to the ti't&s so 
that it would read "An act to encourage 
tho manufacture of a President of the 
Vnltcd States," instead of "An act for the 
encouragement of 
certain manufactur- 
er.".'" Tho suggestion of a similar amend- 
ment to the pending free-list bill might

rwttt« a blush to mount the cheek of the 
present and 
popular

House. 
It Is needless to KO into the his1 


tho various acts which followed, includ- 
ing the Clay compromise measure of 1833, 
when politics played an important part 
nnd caused the charge of inconsistency to 
bo made against Clay; the "Whig tariff 
of 1S42. when ths Chief Executive and 
nonjrress clashed.

There was frequently -undue haste, log- 
rolling was common, accurate information 
was difficult to obtain, business condi- 
tions were disturbed while the bills were 
imil»r dlecussion. and politics played too

RECENT TARIFF BILLS. 


In framing the Payne bill, I think, it is 
generally admitted that more Informa- 
tion was placed before Congress and the 
country by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee than by any committee in the 
history of previous tariff legislation. The 
committee.first met on November 10, 1908. 
Tho bill became a law on the Bth day of 
August, 1909, nearly nine full/months of 
consideration being given to the measure 
by. the committee and Congress. The tes- 
timony before the committee-covered 10,- 
000 pages, and yet the information—tha 
character of information so essential in 
the- framing of any 
tariff bill—was of 
necessity 
incomplete. The 
gentleman 
from 
New 
Tork—Mr. 
Payne—himself 
stated on this floor that if the committee 
had been given more tima the Information 
would have been more complete. Tha 
Payne bill contained 715 paragraphs, and 
the index shows upward of 4000 articles 
listed. 
In the hurried framing of the. pending 
free-list 
bill, upon which no hearings 
were had, 'we are informed in the report 
of the minority that the statement was 
first made in the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee by the sponsors of the bill that it 
would reduce the revenues only about 
51,600,000 annually, but they now ac- 
knowledge that It will cut. down the an- 
nual revenues more than $10,000,000. Is 
this the character of Information upon 
which wo should proceed to revise sched- 
ules? (Applause on the Republican side.) 


PERMANENT TARIFF BOARD. 


The sentiment for a tariff board has 
been given great impetus as the result of 
recent attempted legislation. 
Responsive 
to an enlightened public sentiment, the 
Republican party, always progressive,-en- 
deavored at the last- session 
of Con- 
gress to create a permanent non-partisan 
tariff board, but as a result of a Demo- 
cratic filibuster in both branches of Con- 
gress the bill finally failed of passage. 
The measure passed the House on Jan- 
uary 80 of this year by a vote of 1S6 to 
03, only two Republicans being recorded 
in tho 
negative, 
while 
91 Democrats 
placed themselves on record in opposition 
to the policy of dealing with- our tariff 
question in a buslnesllke manner. The 
bill pased another body but four hours 
before final adjournment by a vote of 
66 .to 23, a Democratic filibuster in that 
body preventing an earlier vote. Only 
three Democrats voted (or the bill and 
bat two Republicans against -"When the 
bill, with slight amendments, reached 
the House a special rule^pras adopted for 
its Immediate considerat^n -with a view 
to concurrence in tha Senate amend- 
ments; but Democratic members, under 
'the able leadership of one of the best 
parliamentarians in this House, the gen- 
tleman from New Tork—Mr. Fitzgerald— 
by dilatory motions prevented a vote. 


CONSIDERED LAS^ SESSION. 


This bill provided for a permanent tariff 


.board of five members, :not more than' 
threa to be. of the. same political party. 
Section 1 of tha bill fixed .the term of 
office at six years, the chairman to be 
designated by the President and ..to re- 
ceive a salary of 57500, the othej1 ,mem- 
bers;.$70QO each. 
. 
: ' . . , , . ' 
' 
Section 2 provided that the principal 
office was to be in the City of Washing- 
ton, 
but the board was empowered to sit 
in any other section of the United States 
or in .foreign countries. 
, 
. 
. 
Section 3 set forth the scope of the 
work of the board. It was to investigate 
the cost of production of-all articles-now 
or hereafter the subject of tariff legisla- 
tion, with special reference to wages .paid 
domestic and foreign labor and the prices 
of raw material, • domestic or imported, 
entering into manufactured articles. , The 
condition of domestic and foreign mar- 
kets affecting American products was to 
be a subject of careful .Inquiry. 
Section 4 empowered the board to In- 
vestigate and furnish the President in- 
formation as to the. effect of tariff rates, 
restrictions or regulations imposed by any 
foreign country, and as to export bounty 
paid ' or export duty Imposed upon the 
exportation of any article to the United 
States, and to assist in the application 
of the maximum and minimum tariffs. • 
Section 5 provided for the subpoenaing 
of witnesses and the procuring of books 
and papers. 
" Section 6 provided for the protection of 
confidential information obtained by the

Notwithstanding; the regrettable failure 


of this bill, there now exists, temporarily 
at least, a tariff board created by author- 
ity of section. 2 of the Payne tariff act, 
containing the maximum, and ..minimum 
provisions, the concluding sentence of 
that section reading as follows: 
: 
''To secure-.information to assist the 
President in the discharge of the duties 
imposed upon him -by this section, and 
the officers of the Government in the ad- 
ministration of the customs laws, the 
President is hereby authorized to employ 
such persons as may bo required." 
This board was appointed in Septem- 


ber, 
1909, and then consisted of the fo*- 
lowing named: Henry C. Emery, former 
professor of political economy, at. Tale 
College; James B. Reynolds, former As- 
sistant. Secretary of the Treasury .in 
charge of customs, and Alvin H. Saun- 
ders. publisher of the Breeders' Gazette. 
The sundry civil bill ..approved 'June 25, 
1910 
carried an appropriation of $250,000 


for the expenses of this board, enlarging 
its -powers as follows: 
"To enable the President to secure In- 
formation to -assist him in the discharge 
of the duties Imposed .upon him by. sec- 
tion 2 of the act entitled (the Payne act 
is here designated). * * * and theof- 
ficers of the Government in administer- 
ing the customs laws, including such m- 
veltigations of the cost of production of 
commodities, coverng cost of material 
fabrication, and every other element of 
such cost of .production, as are authorized 
by said act, and including the employ- 
ment of such persons as may be required, 
for .those purposes; and to enable nimjto 
do ony and. all things In conec.Uon there- 
with authorized by law, ?250,000."'

The board has since been increased to 
five members, two Democrats being ad- 
ded—William M. Howard, of Georgia, an 
ex?member of this body, and Thomas IN.

WORK-'OF PRESENT BSARD. 


I would suggest to members of Con- 
gress who entertain a doubt as to the 
necessity of a tariff board, or who are 
unfam:lit}- ' 
.illar with the scope of. the investi- 
gations under way, that they visit the 
offices in the Treasury building, where 
they will be afforded every facility to 
familiarize themselves with the methods 
adopted and learn of intelligent, pains- 
taking, and successful 
efforts 
of this 
board to obtain facts. 
It should be . borne in mind'tbat the 
first appropriation under the 
language 
enlarging the powers of the board was 


! passed tho latter part of, June of last 
year, so that the board, has really only 
bad about ten months in which to con- 
duct investigations upon any extended 
scale.

Experts here and-in Europe . are pre- 
paring reports and making analyses -of 
different items in the tariff schedules.- 
Experienced and competent men are em- 
ployed in this work. Chemicals, earthen- 
ware and pottery, iron and steel, wool 
and woolens, and many other Items are 
included. 
There has been undertaken . a, 
glossary of the tariff act which has been 
appropriately designated" "a translation 
of the tariff Into English." 
It permits 
anyone to read a complicated schedule 
and understand the technical and com- 
mercial, facts regarding the articles put 
in simple language.

work on Schedule A — 
the chemical schedule — he explained 
that for this glossary

the question of costs. 
Inquiries abroad 
are under way on shrinkage of foreign 
wools as a basis for tho compensating 
duty, and one into foreign -wages and 
labor efficiency in the textile industries. 
In every section of the United States 
where wool Is grown agents have been 
gathering information as to costs, qual- 
ity, and other Important facts. 
This in- 
vestigation has been extended to Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, 
Argentine, 
and 
Chile. This is but a mere outline of the 
work, 


TARIFF COMMISSION OF 1882. 


A tariff commission was provided by 
an act of Congress in 1882, and both the 
advocates and opponents of this method 
of solving the tariff problem cite our 
experience in 1882 both in favor of and 
against the policy of creating a perman- 
ent tariff board. 
I have gone into the 


history- of this commission Quite exhaust- 
ively. 


The tariff 
commission . of 1882 was 
created by an act., of Congress approved 
on May 15 of that year. Under its pro- 
visions the President was empowered 
to .appoint nine commissioners from civil 
life. 
The act did not provide that the 
commission should be non-partisan. 
It 
was to Investigate all the various Ques- 
tions relative to the agricultural, com- 
mercial, mercantile, manufacturing, min- 
ing and Industrial interests of the- United 
States, so far as the same "might be 
necessary to the establishment of a Judi- 
cious tariff, o^ a -revision of the ex- 
isting, "tariff, .upon a scale of justice to 
all interests." The commission was em- 
powered to visit different sections of the 
country, and to report its investigations 
:not later than -the first. MonHay of De- 
cember of the same, year, .which it difl, 
the report. Including the testimony, con- 
sisting of 'tw;6 large volumes which 1 
now hold in my hand. • 


The work was necessarily hurried, tha 
commission holding- Its first meeting In 
July and reporting in December, a period 
of five, months. No foreign investigation 
was made, but-over 29.different localities 
were visited, 600 witnesses 
examined, 
and 
2625 
printed 
pages of testimony 
taken. 
- 


Tha commission drew up a provlsinal 
scale of duties, which was made the 'ba- 
sis of the tariff act of .1883, Ttfiich re-*- 
mained in force .until 1890, a 'period of 
over .seven years. A comparison of the 
recommendations of'the commission with 
the act of 1883 shows 
that 
Congress 
adopted a large majority .of the rates 
suggested without change. It made the" 
first, scientific classification, which,1 In 
the main, has been retained to the pres- 
ent day. Its recommendations as to ad- 
ministrative 
features 
were 
likewise 


adopted'and have become permanent law. 
It advocated and proposed a bill estab- 
lishing a customs tribunal for the deter- 
mination of disputed questions -arising 
under our tariff laws. 
• 
This tariff commission of 1882, created 
only as a temporary body, was. unques- 
tionably a success, performing excellent 
service, considering its limited powers 
for investigation and the short . time .• in 
which It- was compelled . to perform Its 
work. 
• 
. 


EXPERIENCE OF OTHERS. 


Foreign countries, riper, in experience, 
have come to realize the futility of longer 
adhering to archaic methods in dealing 
with the tariff question. Germany leads 
Jrtth her 
Special Commission 
for 
the 
Elaboration of Measures for Furthering 
Commerce." 
This commission 
consists 


of JO, the following organizations each 
having five members: The German Ag- 
ricultural Association, the German Asso- 
ciation, the German Association of Cham- 
bers of-Commerce, and the Central Asso- 
ciation of German Manufacturers. 
The 
other 15 members were appointed by the 
chancellor, six representing the agrarian 
interests, five .the manufacturers, 
.and 
four the wholesale trade. In its entirety 
it is a most representative body. 
This commission met for the first time 
in November, 189.7.. The new. tariff bill 
was not ratified until1 December 2B, 1902 
Five years of investigation!'Compare thfs 
with our present methods -

How can we expect men of bright minds, energetic tem- 
peraments and 'high ambitions to vegetate iri college classrooms for 
beggarly salaries on which they cannot hope to rear families in 
comfort? And do we want men of the other type to teaoh the youth 
of the land and impress upon them a vapid-and colorless individualism 
and ambitions so tame and spiritless? These vital questions are 
illuminated by some observations made in the annual report, .re- 
cently issued, of Caroline Hazard, president of Wellesley College, 
one of the leading colleges for women iri the United 'States. After 
reviewing her eleven years' .experience as head of the IWellesley 
faculty, Miss Hazard says: 


"Other occupations are offering inducements which men and 


women with families cannot afford to neglect. Tod many college 
instructors are obliged :to write text books, to edit others, to accept 
every invitation to deliver lectures,, not so much frotii love of the 
work as for the compensation it brings. Until the colleges pay 
more adequate salaries they cannot expect to command the full time 
of their faculty."

This is as true of. the heavily-endowed private institutione 


which require the payment of tuition fe.es as it is1 of the State uni- 
versities in which tuition is free.' It is as true of Harvard and Yale 
as it is of Berkeley and 'Ann Arbor. In all the teaching force, save 
the heads of a few departments are insufficiently paid. Many of the 
faculty heads are paid salaries 'entirely out of proportion to'their 
talents, learning and worth. Their lives are devoted to a service 
which the world, recognizes ,and applauds, but which is not'Other- 
wise compensated. "

Can our system of higher education long endure under this 


strain? Can it continue to call to its service men of high character 
and attainments if the rewards are so poor as to 'be contemptible? 
Such men are compelled by virtue of their positions to engage in 
social activities which entail a. scale of .living that their salaries' do 
not justify. To make both ends meet they are compelled .to-resort 
to shifts which if not degrading are depressing and dispiriting. It 
should not be so. The'college teacher should be a man who can 
stand erect and independent, able to pay his way and 'be on an equal 
footing with those with whom he comes in contact. Unless (he be 
measurably paid for his services he cannot be on such a plane. Those 
willing to occupy a meaner place are not qualified by character and 
example to give young men the moral and intellectual training 
which it is the mission of universities and colleges to give. 


In their tariff-smashing program the Democrats have, got to

Tlie Polytechnic High School. 


There is a misapprehension in the public mind in regard to. the 


high school bonds that cgf.ls for correction. -It is quite, generally 'be- 
lieved that the entire $738,000 allotted to the high schools is to''be 
expended in purchasing a site and building and.equipping the poly-i 
technic high school. Such is not the fact. Only $600,000 is to be ex- 
pended on account of the polytechnic school. Of the . remainder 
$100.000 is to be spent i'n enlarging the Fremont high school in the 
annexed district and $40,'000 is to be expended on aiiother-school. 


It is to be added that a new building for the polytechnic s'dioql 


is the most urgent need of the school department. The building;how 
in use is antiquated and wholly unsuited to the demands of Jtheschcidii 
and entirely too small for the attendance. It ,is an old woodep 
structure built originally for a grammar school, and has never ."beefa 
anything more than a make-shift. .-.The mechanical departments.are 
housed in miserable wooden shacks and the equipment; is not; up to 
standard. In fact, the polytechnic school lias been neglected in 
favor of the purely academic schools: It has not received .'.the; sharp 
of attention and support that'it deserves and its utility demands;' 


The work the- school is performing is one of the most useful: in 


the community. It is teaching the youth of the city the'lesson qf 
self-help and self-support.'It sends forth students prepared for th.e 
activities of industrial life, equippaid *» «aoouriter • th« real condi- 


tions tKey must meet in actual experience, taught to co-operate with. 
Wead and hands in efforts-which inure to the ecofiomic benefit of so- 
ciety-and tHe wage-earning capacity of the youth' who take the .poly- 
technic course.

Had the/polytechnic school been treated fairly m the past it 


would nbw be properly libused and adequately equipped. But its 
needs have been put aside, till the..school,has;entirely/btitgrpwii its

out at elbows,, so.to speak. It is so overcrowded that it cannot ac- 
commodate all who desire to attend it, and stf illy-provided in other 
respects that its usefulness is crippled.

Judicial Usurpation Rebuked. 


The United States Supreme Court lias reversed .the contempt 


judgment given in the.District of Columbia againsl Gompers, Mor- 
Tison and. Mitchell,, the labor leaders, for advisitig labor organiza- 
tions throughout the country to pay no attention'. to ah injunction 
issued in, the District .of Columbia at the instance of the Buck Stove! 
Cpmp.any of St. Louis. This is \vhat THE TRIBUNE expected. 
When the injunction -vvas issued we pointed out that the District of 
Columbia court was trying, by indirection, to extend its jurisdiction 
all over the country. The same effort was made-in a different way 
when the publishers of the Ne-yv York World, the New York Press 
and the Indianapolis News ware indicted in the District of Colum- 
bia for: printing articles_ distasteful *to -President Roosevelt. Not 
long ago the Federal Supreme Court decided those indictments. to 
be illegal. Following the wholesome principle laid down in thai 
case, the Supreme Court has now decided that the conviction, for 
contempt, of Gompers, Mitchell and -'Morrison is void because the 
injunctia.ri they violated wa.s an unwarranted stretch of judicial au- 
thori^ty. There are Federal arid State courts in Missouri that the 
Buck Stove Company eotild have .appealed to, but the corporation 
carried its ease to the District of Columbia for this obvious purpose 
of getting an order that allowed it to-hale every person who did not 
obey to .answer for contempt in a distant local court. Thus the 
stretch of judicial authority was intended. to get the strikers and 
boycotters on the hip in a proceeding in which the issues .involved 
in the original dispute could not be tried out. Forftmately the Su- 
preme Court .has quashed the'-whol*3 business.; No injunctions of 
this character will hereafter be issued by the District of Columbia 
.courts. It is-to be hoped that the two rebukes administered by the 
Federal Supreme Court v?ill put ah end to the. efforts of-the courts 
of .the Federal district to extend their jurisdiction-to every part of 
the United States.

W. Rutherford, superintendent of the

position at the present time is 
the same. Wo have not offered to ar- 
bitrate v/itli our employes, nor have they 
made any concessions to us. 
At the 
present time T/e are just cleaning up the 
amount p£ work WQ had on hand. If 
tiio members of the I. V/. "W. would only 
leave our employes alone we could get 
along very well. 


SCORE REMAIN. 


"At the present time about twenty- 


five or thirty of tho old employes are 
with us.All of these are willing to stay 
despite an*"efforts to get them to walk 
out.. 
"For many years we have been work- 


ing on tho piece-work schedule at the 
rate of nine hours a day. The employes 
were satisfied and many of them did not 


. relish the change to eight hours. 
We 


are the only cotton mill in the world at 
the present time working an eight-hour 
day," 
A few pickets of tho Industrial Work- 


ers may be seen around tho building. 
Early this morning they stopped three 
or four women and asked them If they 
would not quit their work for the sake 
of organized labor. When they were told 
by the women that they wouSd not they 
quietly walked away.

ADVERSE TO W1ADERA 


SACRAMENTO, May 15.—Holding 


that the laws of the State do not give 
cities or Incorporated towns the rlgh,t 
to build bridges or culverts or trestles 
across ditches or canals belonging to 
corporations and then collect from the 
owning, concern the cost of such con- 
struction, the State Supreme Court to- 
day handed down a. decision affirming 
the Judgment of the Madera. Superior 
Court against tha'city df Madera In Its 
case against the Madera Canal arid Ir- 
rigation Company. 
The opinion was 


•written by Justice Slo'ss and the other 
members, of the State Supreme~"Court 
concurred. 


The city of Madera built a bridge across 


a canal belonging to the company, in line 
with a projected street. After the work 
had' been done, the street projected and 
the bridge completed, the city endeav- 
ored to collect $500 for the cost of the 
bridge. The company refused to pay and 
action was commenced in the Superior 
Court to collect. Thematter was thrown 
out upon'the defendant company's. :de- 
murrer to. the complaint; that the city 
had no cause of action. This demurrer 
to the complaint disposed of the ques- 
tion for all time, as^ the Stats Supreme 
Court ruling is final and establishes an- 
other ease which will be brought as the 
first upon the point.
